(Name changed from Purple Heart to avoid confusion) 


Introduced 1945 under name of Purple Heart. SILVER STAR as predicted 
is already going places. A large formal pure white with bright purple shading to 
lavender blotch, floret size 5 to 6 inches with slightly rufled edge, 6 to 8_open and 
as many showing color on a heavy stiff spike with 16 to 18 buds, flower head 25 
inches, grows 55 inches high and blooms in 90 days. Tall healthy grower, extra 
heavy producer of medium size bulblets that germinate readily. Top notch exhibi- 
tion and also a good commercial. A spike of SILVER STAR with eight florets 
ozen is indeed a gorgeous thing to look at. 


If you did not see SILVER STAR at the 1945 show, look for it during 1946. 
It will be there with ribbons on.
